Good jelly is clear, sparkling, trans- 
parent and of beautiful color. i 
should hold its form and quiver, but 
not flow when slipped out of the 
glass. It retains the surface and 
angles and a clean, distinct cleavage 
when cut. It is both firm and tender. 

To make good jelly the fruit juice 
must contain the right proportion of 
acid and pectin, and be combined with 
the correct proportion of sugar. Dif- 
ferent fruit juices vary in the amount 
of pectin and acid. Not all fruit 
juice contains pectin, which is what 
makes the jelly “jell”. One may add 
acid or pectin, or flavor, when the 
juice to be used has not enough of 
its own. The natural fruit juice is 
more artistic than that make with 
substitute colors and flavors. 

Better jelly is made of fruit not 
quite ripe, than of that a bit over- 
ripe, as the sun changes some of the 
pectin into fruit sugarain the ripen- 
ing. Some fruits rich in pectin do not 
have enough acid, as quinces, and will 
not make jelly without acid added. 
It helps bring out the pectin in fruit 
to add a little acid before cooking.

HARD SAUCES 


Here is a recipe for hard sauce 
which can be altered to suit the des- 
sert with which it is to be served.
